Company at the peace of Seringapatam in March 1792, by the ceſſion 


of that part of the late Sultaun's poſſeſſions which lies on the Weſtern 
fide of the Sukhien or Ghaut Mountains, and extending from the Cavai 
River to Chetwa, fince denominated the Province of Malabar, forms a 


new Era in the annals of the Preſidency of Bombay. The theatre of 


its adminiſtration is extended over a conſiderable tract of territory parcel- 


i | ted out into a-number of diſtricts, of which each had its local chief pre- 


vious to Hyder Ally Khan's conqueſt of the country in 1766. One of 
the firſt acts of the Hon'ble Company's Government was the re-eſta- 


bliſhment of theſe native Chieftains in their ancient family abodes; all of 
whom, at the commencement of the war before the laſt with Tippoo 


= Sultaun, were either in a ſtate of exile in the Travencore Country, or 


exiſting on the precarious means which occaſional. excurſions from the 


impenetrable receſſes of ſome parts of the country, afforded to them

tricts, for the purpoſe of controling them in the exerciſe of their autho- 
Tity, ſo far as to prevent the huſbandman from being deprived of that 


proportion of the fruits of bis labour to which he was, under the new 


The Collection of the cuſtoms, the ſuperintendency of the mint, and 


- the adminiſtration of juſtice, devolved excluſively and ſolely to the Com- 
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pany'#lervants, excepting in trials of a criminal nature which arc conduc- 
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cock by a native judge; whoſe proceedings, altho' not under the control 
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of the Britiſh magiſtrate, are nevertheleſs ſubject to his remarks and #ni- 
madvetſion, in caſes where the native judge ſhall - have deviated from 
the regulations laid down for his guidance. As an additional. ſecurity to 
the lives of the; people, his proceedings, which are held in the lan- 


guage of the country, are translated into Engliſh and "tranſmitted 
in that form to the Chief Judge of the Province, for the:execu- 


tion of which office Commiſſioners have been appointed fince May 


1796, who confirm, mitigate, commute or annul the ſentence, with- 


out having, in any caſe, the power to enhance it; or forward the 


trial to the Hon'ble the Governor in Council for the Bent e e 
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tion of that Province, which ſecure to the various deſcriptions of-the- na- 
tives, their own reipective laws, in all caſes both Civil and Criminal, to 
a more extenſive degtee than the ſubſiſting , publiſhed Codes in other 
parts of our Indian territories. It-was however ſoon found that our defi- 


2 in this reſpect was but ill ſuppliec by the interpreters which it 


was, at firſt, neceſſary to employ in the inceſſant intereourſe between 
the Officers of Government, and the people oi whoſe privileges and pro- 
perties they were the guardians. This medium occaſioned conſiderable 
unavoidable delay in all caſes; and was often, in other reſpedts, very 
unſatisfaQory. 

Many Gentlemen, both of the Civil and M ilitary eſtabliſhment, a accor - 


diogly applied themſelves to the ſtüdy of the language, and ſeveral have 
made great progreſs. Five of theſe Gendemen, Mr. Hay Clepbane of 
the Civil ſervice, Lieutenants Jefepb } Valin and Hugb Stacey Osborne, 
Mr. James Wilſen Surgeon, and Mr. John William Wye Aſſiſlant Sur 
.geoa, on the Bombay eſtabliſhment, are ſufficiently maſters of the lan- 
guage; and if the majority ha ve not attained ſuch a degree of perfection. 
as is to be wiſhed, it may be, in ſtrict juſtice, imputed leis to their want of 
zeal, than to the clote application which the diſcharge of their current 
duties requires of them, and which leaves them little time for ſtudy. 


The fupervenient diſadvantage which all ſtudents have hitherto:expe- 


rienced, from the want of any introductory treatiſe on the ſtructure of the 
language, has alſo net only retarded the progreſs of thoſe who have en- 
gaged in this purfuit, but has appeared to many 9 inſuperable an, 
obſtacle, as tu deter them from the attempt. 


Having, by ſurmounting theſe difficulties, acquired a ſuſſicient know- 
edge of the language to excite a defire of improvement, I Was happy 
in the opportunity: of. - Paying + a viſit to the * Revorons urs, the 
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titülar Biſhop of Ove, Heting over che Carmelite miſſion at Vers- 
poly, in the vicinity of Cochin, in the month of April 1796, with 
whom I reſided during the whole of the Monſoon, or rainy ſeaſon, of that 
year. His long teſidence in that country, and the very high degree of reſ- 
pect in which he is deſervedly conſidered by all claſſes of the natives, as 
well as Europeans, has enabled him to accumulate a fund of knowledge 
and learning in the Malabar language, which could not be ealily 
. attained, in any other ſituation or circumftances. _ - | 
The worthy Prelate's original object was the ſupport and gen 
of the Chriſtian faith according to the tenets of the Church of Rome; 
but being entirely. exempt from bigotry or prejudice of any kind, he, 
with a generoſity - equal to his hoſpitality, ſubmited to me all his Hts of © 
- manuſcripts, with an injunction to render them as ſubſervient as poſſible 
to the end: of diffuſing a knowledge of the Malabar tongue, among the 
Hon'ble Company's repreſentatives in their newly acquired poſſeſſions; 
whereby, be added, in the genuine ſpirit of philanthropy, the happi- 
-neſs-and permanent intereſts of a numerous race of people who. had 
been hitherto enſlaved, would be more effeQually ſecured to them 
under the mild and equitable inſtitutes of a Chriſtian Government. | 
= Afliſted by the inſtructions of my reverend hoſt I proſecuted my fa- 
= 'vorite-ſtudy, and formed the reſolution of devoting my labors to the 
benefit of he public. Theſe however would have been materially in- 
terrupted, if not entirely ſuſpended; by ſubſequent ill health, if Mr. 
Thomas Maurice Keate? a Gentleman on the Civil eſtabliſhment of 
Malabar, whoſe good offices claim my gratitude, while his virtues 
and talents attract my eſteem and admiration, had not contributed his 
.aſsiſtance in tranſlating the manuſcript, which was originally digeſted in 
the Latin tongue, in the fame order in which the following Engliſh ver- 
fin is now preſented. Mr. Keate, to a liberal European education, has 
-alfo added, during his ſhort ſtay in Malabar, no inconſiderable ſtock of 
the learning of that country; and I think I may without arrogance pre- 
dict that, as this ſtudy is now become the principal purſuitof nearly. all 
the Company's ſervants in Malabar, the buſineſs of that fine province 
will in a ſhort time be conducted in the language of the natives, with 
great caſe to the Gentlemen ſerving there, and dignity to their honorable 
employers. 
I am authorized to draw this inference from the rogreſſive Rate o 
peace, good order, and deference for the Officers of Fs 'ernment, which 
= bad become conſpicuous, beyond all former example; for ſome time pre- 
-Wons to my quitting the province in November laſt. My experience 
lately in the Office ef Malabar tranſlator to the Commissioners, con- 
traſted with what paſſed under myobſervation, when acting in the ſame 
capacity under the Committee of Gevernment, during the turbulent pe- 
riod of 7975 FS Ty Jolly this remark on theſe unerring ſymp- _

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toms of ſubordination to the laws, and its concomitant ſecurity to perſons 
ard property, produced in the ſhcrt ſpace of ſeven years, among a tumul- 
tuous race of Mohometans and Hindoos, bigots in religion and rivals in 
power, who had, for half a century before, ſpurned the one and diſre- 
garced the other, with equal contumacy and wantonneſs. 

Being compelled by bad health to relinquiſh, for the preſent, my pro- 
felWwnal duties in this country I intended to commit the following ſheets 
to the preſs in England. On my late arrival in Bombay, however, I had 
the ſatisfaction to find a font of types, in the Malabar character, executed 
in an unexceptionable manner by Bheramjee Jeejebhoy, a Parſee inha- 
bitant of this place, the ingenious artiſt who, without any other help 
or information than what he glzaned from Chambers's Dictionary of 
Arts and Sciences, ſucceeded in completing a font of Guzzeratty 
types a few years ago; and has, on this occaſion, again diſplayed 
his genius in a manner equally new and uſeful to ſociety in general, 
and to Government in particular, of which the ſubſequent work is a 
ſufficient teſtimony; and I preſume an apology for ſubjoining the follo- 
wing ſpecimen of his performance in the Guzzerat type is unneceſ- 
ſary, altho' it has no connection with the preſent ſubject, further than 
to place, in a more conſpicuous point of view, the merits of the founder 
who has offered to the inhabitants of this part of India, the native 
claſs in particular, an eaſy and unexpected means of inſtruction. 
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I now commit theſe Malabar rudiments to the public eye ; and if they 
all prove of ſufficient uſe to the learner to qualify him for diſcovering 
their imperfections, I ſhall think my time has been well employed. Their 
chief merit is the novelty of the attempt. I do not preſume to claim 
any other; nor do I advance any pretenſions to the talents which may 
be, hereafter, ſucceſsfully exerted in the improvement of this eſſay. I 
am not iaſenſible to the teſtimonies of approbation which a few friends 
have benowed on it; but altho' my deference for their judgment, and 
my conbdence in their ſincerity, will not, in juſtice to them, allow me to 
think my labour altogether loſt, I hope I may, without offence, be per- 
mitted, in ſympathy with my own feelings, to aſcribe to their partiality 
all the favor it may meet with. _ 4
